She was a 
canteen worker in the Zone of Advance 
and later with the Army of Occupation 
in Germany. 

Through it all--the alternation of 
back-breaking toil with morale-shatter- 
ling waiting, the alternation of abomi- 
nable focd and filth with hysterical 
gayety, the alternation of brute and 
hero and boy and prig and knight in 
the men among whom she lived—.Mary 
Lee kept eyes and head clear, kept 
nerves and heart under control, kept 
her temper except when she could 
accomplish more by losing it.

Whenever a seat on the 
Stock Exchange changes hands for 
astonishing prices news stories are 
printed. shroughout the land and cost 
comparispns are drawn. 

There seems to be no real basis of 
getting at the truth the prices men pay 
for seats in the Senate. No Borah, 
Walsh, Norris or La Follette has been 
able to draft a corrupt practices statute 
wiich political managers can not evade. 

The story has been kicking around 
Washington for years that Frank B. 
Kellogg and Peter Goelet Gerry spent 
more thin Truman H. Newberry in 
their campaigns for the Senate. Yet, 
the former Senator from Michjgan was 
stigmatized by the Senate, while Kel- 
logg went on an Ambassadorship in 
London, a Premiership as Secretary of 
State in a Coolidge Cabinet and a pos- 
sible fling at the Nobel Peace Prize. 

Gerry became a figure, if nct a factor, 
in the Democratic Presidential cam- 
paign of 1928, was defeated for re- 
election in Rhode Island, which Gov. 
Smith carried, and is likely to be re- 
turned to the Senate in 1930. 

Those bits of political history are in- 
stanced merely to background the so- 
called successful business man willing 
to give himsclf to the public service. 

A new Congressman is lost in Wash- 
ington. He is less important than a 
new Pullman conductor on the Capitol 
Limited, or the Federal. A new Senator 
has less of a chance. He is supposed 
to take a back seat. far over at the end 
of the row and to keep his mouth shut 
for a year at least. When he presumes to 
be a smart aleck, he gets what Henry 
Allen of Kansas has merited every 
time he has undertaken to be a wise- 
oracker among his Senatorial elders. 

It is inevitable that the so-called 
“babies of the Senate” should rebel 
against the menial roles meted out to 
them in legislative procedure. They 
always do. They never get anywhere. 
It makes not the slightest difference

whether they are Republicans or 
Democrats so long as they are neo- 
phytes. 


The personnel of the Senate shifts 
every two years. A third of the mem- 
bership must stand for re-election. 
Casualties are inevitable. New faces 
appear, 

Consider the situation for just a 
moment. 

A man seeking a Senatorial nomina- 
tion against an incumbent must have 
a lot of money and be willing to spend 
it freely, or else he must have accom- 
plished some impressive political stunt 
in his State. 

If he has done the latter his party 
may pick him in the hope of carrying 
along other organization or machine 
candidates for lesser though vital of- 
fices. . 

In most instances the man with bags 
of gold is ‘pre‘erred, because the local 
machine cares very little about who is 
President of the Uuited States or ‘who 
is the United States Senator. 

The nominee thinks he is just about 
the" most important person in the 
United States.. When he gets the re- 
turns on election night he thinks the 
world is his. He wipes the tears of 
joy froni the eyes of the “little woman” 
and tells her about the social glories 
soon to be hers—White House invita- 
tions, Cabinet. wives pressing luncheon 
bids, diplomats bowing low and urging 
the condescension of her presence at a 
tea. 

If they happen to be of the Presi- 
dent’s own political party the new Sen- 
ators feel that if the President does 
not greet them in person at Union

Robert F. Wagner, which is too rare 
an exception to prove a rule, thinks 
everything is all wrong in Washington. 
The novice concludes that he is false 
to his campaign promises unless he 
sets about to put “these old birds” in 
their proper places, 

The Senate “babies” expect to ba 
put on the Forelgn Relations Cominit- 
tee because they once delivered a Ro- 
tary Club speech against Russian Bol- 
ehevism. They rate themselves Chair- 
manships of the Finance Committee 
because they had thought out the 
original Mellon tax reduction long be- 
fore the Secretary of the Treasury 
jammed it down the political throat of 
Prestdent Coolidge. 

Sad as it may seem, the “Interna- 
tional experts" among the “baby Sena- 
tors" usually get places on the Com- 
mittee for the Disposition of Useless 
Papers. The pseudo-economists and 
tax and tariff experts land somewhere 
around the bottom rung of the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in Executive 
Departments, which never has a meet- 
ing hecause the Committee on Appro- 
priations looks after those things and 
is inclined to be jealous of its prerog- 
atives, 

In the old days a “baby Senator” who 
dared to address the Senate during the 
first two years of his term was hazed 
by having every Senator on both sides 
of the political aisle walk out on him. 
His two-hour speech, about nothing in 
particular, would rate a paragraph or 
two in the next day’s newspapefs. 

It is not unusual, therefore, that we 
are hearing stories of a revolt among 
the new Republican Senators who rode 
into office on the Hoover* sweep of 
1928, It is not surprising that those 
new Senators take themselves a pit 
more seriously than does the rest of 
Washington. 

Frederic C. Walcott of Connecticut 
is a bit superior in ethics to his col- 
league, Hiram Bingham, yet to Wash- 
ington the fact that Senator Walcott is 
a tenant in the Hoover residence on 
S Street does not establish Senator 
Walcott as an intellectual giant in the 
Senate. 


Senator Henry J. Allen of Kansas 
takes himself pretty seriously around 
the Capitol, but it is wholly unlikely 
that the Senator whose desk is next to 
that of Allen, much less the Capitol 
elevator man, the Capitol policeman, 
or the Republican leaders, understands 
or appreciates that except for Henry 
Allen having been the Hoover director 
of publicity in 1928 the country might 
have gone Al Smith. 

It would be possible to run down the 
list of “baby Senators,” but it wouid 
not be of any real use, 

Senator Watson sought to mobilize 
a group of “baby Senators” some years 
ago against the leadership of Semator 
Henry Cabot Lodge. He found it could 
not be done, even though he had some 
old-timers playing along with him. The 
newcomers Watson had with him in 
that fight are regarded as veterans now. 

So rapidly does out Senate scene 
shift. } 

There is so much more concern over 
the departure of “Jim” Reed of Mis- 
souri or the death of a Theodore E. 
Burton. of Ohio, than the arrival of a 
Henry Allen or a Hamilton Kean, it is 
idle to talk about it. 

The one sure method for new Sen- 
ators to gain prominence is not to 
demand it gs the Republican “babies” 
have done of-Chairman Huston, but to 
earn it through hard, studious efforts 
to establish themselves as real Sen- 
ators.

Blindness 

The most distressing thing in the 
East is the large number of blind 
people. You see children playing 
around together, and suddenly you 
realize, from something awkward and 
gauche in their gestures and actions, 
that they are all blind. Arowof blind 
beggars sitting along a wall sunning 
themselves is pathetic enough, but 
whole groups of little children grop- 
ing about aimlessly in all directions 
or resignedly sitting down, vacantly 
staring ahead of them, their heads 
turning in the direction ef sounds 
that interest them, is beyond pathos 
—it is tragedy. The cause is trachoma, 
that dread disease. Before your very 
eyes you see the infection carried 
from one creature to the other. Flies 
that swarm over heaps of refuse and 
filth make straight for the children’s 
faces, fly from sick eyes to healthy 
eyes, and vice versa. Nothing is done 
about it, or so little that the mea- 
sures are hopelessly inadequate. En- 
tire ‘families are stricken. Ghastly 
spectacles which are to be seen in 
Jerusalem, Cairo, Alexandria, Da- 
Mascus; a blind father and mother 
dragging their apa 8 children be- 
hind them. There are [hosts of people 
who resent Western intrusion in the 
ways of the East. They say we have 
no right to set ourselves up as tutors 


of the Orient. That In civilization 
the East 1s not our pupil, but our 
parent. All these things are cor- 
rect, perhaps. The more since our 
approach to the East has always been 


accompanied by force or a menace of 
force. But, on the other hand, noth- 


inz will avail to combat the diseases 
of the East but Western scientific 
methods. Tribes are perishing and 
degenerating all over Africa and the 
Near East. If this be due Indirectly 
to the baneful influence of the white
